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Public  Health  Report,  1914. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1914.  In  it  will  be  found  an  account  of  the 
Health  of  the  Borough,  Statistical  Returns  of  Births,  Deaths,  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  Statements  relating  to  the  Sanitary  Work  done  in  the 
District. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  viz., 
2751  acres.  That  this  should  be  extended  is  very  evident,  when  one 
views  the  many  houses  that  have  been  and  are  being  erected  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  Borough,  which,  whilst  paying  only  Rural  rates,  derive 
the  same  benefits  as  the  “ town  houses.” 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war  in  August  the  Season  proved  a 
failure,  and  although  there  has  not  been  much  evident  distress  there  is 
no  doubt  that  many  spinsters  and  widows,  who  rely  upon  their  income 
and  livelihood  to  come  from  visitors,  are  on  the  verge  of  starvation. 
These  sort  of  people  are  generally  too  proud  to  beg  or  to  make  their 
wants  known,  and  therefore  endure  unknown  suffering. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  have  had  nearly  thirty 
Belgian  refugees  in  our  midst.  They  have  been  well  looked  after  by 
various  people  who  have  interested  themselves  in  their  welfare,  and  from 
what  I know  they  have  every  reason  to  be  thankful  that  they  left  their 
devastated  country. 

The  Council  has  had  many  improvements  to  deal  with.  In  the 
Hilderthorpe  Ward  a very  fine  road,  or  what  may  be  called  an  avenue 
in  years  to  come,  has  been  constructed,  and  is  known  as  Cardigan  Road. 
Along  this,  good  residential  houses  have  been  erected  which  should 
contribute  largely  to  the  rates  of  the  Borough.  The  question  of  the 
Xew  Spa  and  Gardens  has  been  before  the  Council  which  has  run  the 
concern  during  the  past  season.  Owing  to  the  war  one  cannot  expect 
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the  venture  to  have  been  a success.  The  question  of  purchasing  the 
said  property  will  no  doubt  come  up  for  consideration  at  a later  period. 

In  the  Bridlington  Ward,  twelve  cottages  have  been  constructed 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  housing  of  the  working  class.  If  others  are 
found  to  be  required,  I think  that  land  on  the  Bonemill  Road  might  be 
purchased,  and  would  be  a very  suitable  and  central  position  for  such 
buildings. 

Water  Supply.— This  is  obtained  from  a well  193  feet 
deep.  The  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  show  the  water  to  be 
of  good  quality  for  drinking  purposes.  It  is  a hard  water,  but  the 
hardness  is  not  sufficient  to  render  it  objectionable. 

The  rock  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  was  at  its  lowest  in 
September  and  October,  being  52  feet.  In  December  it  stood  at  78  feet 
as  against  57  feet  at  the  corresponding  date  in  the  previous  year.  This 
difference  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  heavy  rainfall,  which  was  24 T 6 inches 
for  the  year  ; in  1913  it  was  2dT6  inches.  For  the  month  of 
December  it  was  4*79  inches. 

Dr«ainage  and  Sewerage. — New  sewers  were  laid  in 
North  Street,  on  the  Sewerby  Sea  Defence,  and  also  at  the  rear  of  the 
properties  in  Hilderthorpe  Road  (from  the  Hilderthorpe  Hotel  to 
Walkington’s  jewellers  shop). 

Milk  Supply.  — -As  in  past  years  there  has  not  been  cause 
for  much  complaint  in  connection  with  the  supply  of  milk  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough.  Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year,  of  which  17  were  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst,  whose 
report  was  satisfactory  in  16  instances.  Eight  samples  were  examined 
and  tested  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  but  none  found.  Under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1913,  one  cow  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  and  was  slaughtered.

POPULATION. 

I estimated  the  population  of  the  Borough  to  be  15,491  at  the 
middle  of  the  year  : — Bridlington  Ward,  5237  ; Quay  Ward,  4984  ; 
and  Hilderthorpe  Ward,  5270.  These  figures  are  obtained  on 
the  basis  of  the  1911  Census  Returns,  which,  as  I stated  in  a 
previous  Report,  are  not  a fair  estimate,  as  a great  many  householders 
are  away  from  home  in  April. 


MARRIAGES. 

There  were  112  marriages  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  121 
in  1913.  This  is  equal  to  a rate  of  14*52  persons  married  per  1000  of 
the  population.  In  1913,  1912  and  1911  the  rates  were  15*96,  15*68 
and  16*41  respectively. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATES. 

The  births  registered  in  the  district  numbered  251.  Three  were 
transferred,  leaving  a nett  total  of  248,  as  against  250  in  1913.  This 
is  equal  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  16*00  per  1000  living.  In  1913, 
1912  and  1911  the  rates  were  16*5,  18*19  and  20*09  respectively.

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  28  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
is  equal  to  an  annual  Infantile  Mortality  of  112.  This  is  very  high, 
but  it  does  not  appear  so  serious  when  the  causes  of  death  are  analysed.

“ The  Babies  Welcome  ” was  opened  on  June  11th  at  the  Zion 
Congregational  Schoolroom,  when  24  mothers  were  enrolled.  This 
number  has  now  (November,  1914)  increased  to  37.  The  mothers  are 
shown  how  to  make  garments  for  their  babies.  Each  week  the  babies 
are  weighed,  and  a record  kept  of  their  weight.  The  meetings  are  held 
each  Thursday  afternoon  from  2 to  4 p.rn.,  when  Nurse  Osbourne  is  in 
attendance.  The  M.O.H.  attends  occasionally,  and  gives  advice  and 
short  addresses.

Borough  Sanatorium . 

During  the  year  63  patients  were  admitted  from  the  Borough 
and  18  from  the  Rural  District.  There  were  also  3 cases  admitted  for 
observation. 

The  Borough  cases  were  : — Scarlet  Fever,  60  ; Diphtheria,  2 ; 
Enteric,  1. 

There  was  only  one  death,  viz.,  a patient  suffering  from  Enteric 
Fever,  who  was  attended  by  a private  practitioner. 
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The  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Sanatorium  buildings  have, 
after  many  delays  due  to  a strike,  etc.,  been  completed.  We  should  now 
be  able  to  cope  with  any  serious  outbreak  should  such  occur. 

The  question  of  lighting  was  considered,  but  unfortunately 
postponed.  I trust  the  matter  will  be  re-considered  at  an  early  date,  as 
the  present  system  is  most  unsatisfactory,  as  well  as  unsafe.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Matron  (Miss  Hoghton)  left  to 
take  up  a similar  position  at  a hospital  (under  the  French  Red  Cross) 
in  Dunkirk.  Her  patriotic  conduct  was  recognised  by  many  of  her 
friends,  and  she  was  the  recipient  of  many  useful  presents  before 
leaving  for  the  Front. 


St.  Anne’s  Convalescent  Home. 

Dr.  J.  Jordan  Coleman,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  above 
Institution,  reports  : — 

There  were  1314  admissions  as  compared  with  1405  in  1913. 
“ There  were  two  deaths,  one  from  Haemoptosis  following  Pulmonary 
“ Tuberculosis,  and  one  from  Secondary  Malignant  Disease  of  the 
“ Lungs.  There  was  one  case  of  Infectious  Disease,  viz.  Scarlet 
“ Fever,  which  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium.” 


Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

The  number  examined  was  542. 

The  “ following  up  ” cases  numbered  388.  Most  of  these  were 
examined  three  times  during  the  year  by  me.  In  addition  to  this  the 
Nurse  called  at  the  houses  in  those  instances  where  it  was  thought 
necessary.  The  number  of  such  visits  was  232. 

When  Infectious  cases  occurred  in  the  Schools,  the  same  were 
disinfected. 

Other  particulars  will  be  found  in  my  Report  to  the  Borough 
Education  Committee. 
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Tuberculosis. 

I received  21  Notifications  of  this  disease,  13  being  Pulmonary 
and  8 other  forms.  Nine  belonged  to  the  Bridlington  Ward,  7 to  the 
Quay,  and  5 to  the  Hilderthorpe  Ward.

Three  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Withernsea  Sanatorium. 

Malt  and  oil  is  supplied  by  the  Education  Committee.  The 
funds  to  pay  for  the  same  have  been  obtained  by  subscriptions.  The 
malt  and  oil  is  supplied  to  those  threatened  with  or  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  the  same. 


Death-Rate  from  Phthisis. 

The  Bridlington  rate  is  258  per  million  of  population. 

All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  are  visited  by  me,  when  full 
particulars  are  taken  of  them  and  advice  given.  After  deaths  from  this 
disease  the  premises  are  disinfected. 


Priory  Approach  Trustees’  Property. 

The  process  of  demolition  and  improvement  of  this  property  is 
proceeding.  Nine  houses  in  Cemetery  Road  have  been  demolished, 
which  completes  the  work  in  that  street.  In  Bayle  Gate  and  Kirk  Gate 
there  are  houses  which  no  doubt  will  be  brought  down  before  very  long. 

Corporation  Dwellings. 

Twelve  bungalow  cottages  have  been  erected  near  North  Back 
Lane.  Three  are  two-roomed,  and  should  be  suitable  for  old  couples  or 
newly-married  people.  The  Highways  Committee  is  erecting  ten 
houses  in  Portland  Place.  This  should  be  sufficient  for  the  present. 


Conversion  of  Privies. 

The  number  of  privies  converted  into  water-closets  was  266,  as 
compared  with  138  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  most  satisfactory.

General  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  : — 

Pail  closets  too  near  the  houses,  defective  yards,  defective  roofs, 
fallpipes  and  eavespouts,  insufficient  drainage. 

Sixty  pail-closets  were  converted  into  W.C.’s,  and  fifty-six  yards  have 
been  concreted  and  drained. 


Disposal  of  Refuse. 

In  my  last  Report  I stated  that  the  question  of  constructing  a 
Refuse  Destructor  had  been  before  the  Council  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  I trust  that  before  long  the  question  of  site  and  the  make  of 
Destructor  will  be  settled,  and  that  the  work  will  be  proceeded  with 
without  delay,  as  the  present  arrangements  are  very  unsatisfactory  and 
expensive.  As  to  the  sites  of  the  proposed  Destructor  ; there  are  two. 
The  first  one  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Electricity  Works.  This  one 
would  be  more  economical,  as  there  would  be  less  cartage,  and  the  heat 
generated  would  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Electricity  Works  ; also 
less  “ cartage  ” would  mean  less  damage  to  roads  and  a saving  in  the 
up-keep  of  the  same.  Some  people  consider  that  there  might  be  a 
nuisance  caused  by  smells.  This  is  not  likely  to  occur  in  an  up-to-date 
plant.  The  second  site  is  the  one  adjoining  Easton  Road.  In 
this  case  the  heat  produced  would  be  wasted,  and  all  things  considered 
would  mean  a loss  to  the  town  of  about  £300  per  annum. 


A perusal  of  the  returns  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  will 
show  that  he  has  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year,  and  I feel  sure  he 
has  carried  out  his  duties  in  a most  satisfactory  manner.  Lastly,  I have 
pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee for  the  courteous  treatment  they  have  extended  to  me  on  all 
occasions.

SANITAEY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


Sanitary  Inspector’s  Office, 
Town  Hall,

To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of 
THE  Borough  of  Bridlington. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report,  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  my  Department  during  the 
year  1914. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  everything  went  on  in  a normal 
condition  ; improvements  were  carried  out,  drainage  work  done,  in 
fact,  everything  that  was  possible  was  done  to  bring  the  town  up  to  a 
more  efficient  state  of  sanitation. 

On  that  never-to-be-forgotten  August  Bank  Holiday  the  town 
was  thrown  into  a state  of  confusion.  The  Territorials  who  were 
camped  round  Bridlington,  of  which  there  were  about  4000,  received 
orders  to  strike  camp,  and  the  Railway  Company  was  busy  taking  them 
and  their  equipment  to  their  different  headquarters.  All  excursion 
trains  were  stopped,  and  many  of  the  ordinary  trains  were  cancelled, 
which  resulted  in  the  town  being  practically  denuded  of  visitors  during 
the  month  of  August.  Confidence  was,  however,  restored  in  the  town, 
and  visitors  came  during  the  month  of  September,  but  not  to  the  extent 
they  had  done  in  former  years.  For  years  past  the  Corporation  has 
encouraged  Boy  Scouts,  Boys’  Brigades,  and  similar  bodies  to  camp  in 
the  town  in  summer,  which  resulted  in  a fair  amount  of  trade  being 
brought  into  the  town  ; but  when  war  was  declared  all  this  came  to 
an  end. 
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The  outbreak  of  the  war  naturally  upset  everybody,  and  people 
who  were  intending  to  carry  out  improvements  held  their  hands  for  a 
time,  but  by  the  beginning  of  October  many  property  owners  had 
commenced  to  do  work  which  they  had  been  asked  to  do  before  the  war 
broke  out,  and  I am  pleased  to  state  that  work  has  been  carried  out  as 
usual  during  the  remaining  portion  of  the  year. 

About  the  middle  of  August  a company  of  military  were  billeted 
in  the  town,  and  since  then  others  have  been  drafted  here  to  the  extent 
of  between  1200  and  1400.  These  soldiers  have  been  billeted  in  all 
parts  of  the  town.  Where  sanitary  accommodation  was  not  already 
provided,  the  Sanitary  Department  has  provided  suitable  accommodation. 
The  Regulations  of  the  Army  require  one  closet  for  every  twenty  men. 
This  accommodation  has  been  provided  in  every  case  we  know  of.  The 
military  have  provided  ashbins  themselves,  and  these  have  been  cleansed 
daily.  Everything  that  could  be  done  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of 
the  men  has  been  seen  to.  When  requests  have  been  made  the  drains 
have  been  tested  before  the  military  took  over  the  houses,  but  this  was 
not  always  done  owing  to  the  short  notice  being  given  of  troops  coming 
into  the  town.  In  fact,  in  some  instances  the  troops  had  already  been 
billeted  before  we  were  given  notice  that  they  were  coming.  Every- 
thing, however,  has  worked  both  smoothly  and  amicably  between  the 
Military,  Police,  and  this  Department.

During  the  year  266  Water  Closets  have  been  provided  to  houses 
other  than  new  ones,  and  266  Pail  Closets  have  been  abolished. 

The  Council’s  Byelaws  do  not  permit  the  erection  of  Sanitary 
Conveniences  other  than  Water  Closets  in  new  buildings. 


House  Inspection  undei*  the  Housing,  Town 
Pianning,  etc.,  Act,  1909. 

Many  nuisances  have  been  found  as  a result  of  this  inspection. 
Ninety-two  houses  out  of  105  that  were  inspected  were  found  to  have 
something  that  was  required  to  be  done  to  them.  The  houses  that  were 
inspected  were  purposely  chosen  owing  to  their  outward  appearance  and 
condition  of  the  outbuildings.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  tabulated  list 
383  nuisances  have  been  abated  at  84  houses.  Of  these  nuisances  abated 
61  water  closets  have  been  provided  in  lieu  of  60  pail  closets  ; 56  yards 
have  been  repaired,  and  most  of  them  have  been  concreted  and  drained  ; 
10  house  roofs  have  been  repaired,  and  29  fallpipes. 

These  houses  are  now  in  a better  sanitary  condition  than 
formerly.  Besides  being  healthier,  the  tenants  will  have  a better  chance 
of  keeping  their  houses  in  a clean  condition  by  the  fact  that  the  yards 
and  backways  are  concreted.  Many  of  the  closets  that  have  been 
converted  into  water  closets  are  situated  near  the  houses  ; some  were 
divided  from  the  larder  by  a 4^ in.  wall.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the 
water  closets  will  be  an  improvement  on  the  pail  closets. 
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AVith  regard  to  the  demand  for  small  houses,  I am  of  opinion 
that  after  the  6th  of  April  there  will  be  sufficient  for  present  require- 
ments. Many  of  these  small  houses  are  rented  by  people  who  do  not 
live  here  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  year  ; they  only  occupy  them 
during  the  summer  months.  There  are  already  signs  that  many  of 
these  people  will  give  the  houses  up  with  a view  to  curtailing  expenses. 
This  will  then  enable  them  to  be  occupied  by  people  who  either  live  in 
overcrowded  houses,  or  those  who  live  in  apartments. 

At  the  present  time  the  Council  are  erecting  ten  houses  in 
Portland  Place,  and  they  are  completing  twelve  small  bungalows  in 
North  Back  Lane.  It  is  intended  that  these  small  houses  shall  be  let 
to  old  people.  The  rents  will  be  .3/-  per  week,  clear  of  rates.

In  my  last  Report  I mentioned  that  four  of  the  houses  in 
Cemetery  Road  had  been  demolished  and  nine  houses  closed.  These 
nine  houses  have  now  been  demolished.  The  whole  of  the  houses  in 
Cemetery  Road  which  were  scheduled  for  demolition  have  now  all  been 
lazed  to  tlie  ground. 

With  regard  to  the  houses  in  Bayle  Gate  and  Kirk  Gate,  there 
are  still  seven  of  these  houses  occupied,  against  nine  at  the  same  period 
last  year.  No  doubt  pressure  would  have  been  put  on  the  tenants  to 
reniuve  had  conditions  been  normal,  but  both  the  owners  and  the 
Council  are  reluctant  to  put  undue  pressure  on  the  tenants  at  the 
present  time. 

The  Council  has  written  the  owners  reminding  them  of  the 
undertaking  they  gave  to  demolish  the  houses,  and  I understand  the 
agent  to  the  owners  has  again  informed  the  tenants  they  must  look  for 
other  houses. 


iSewerage  and  Di^ainage. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  extend  any  sewers  during  the  past 
year,  but  in  one  case  a new  sewer  was  put  down  for  twelve  houses  in 
Hilderthorpe  Road  in  lieu  of  the  old  one,  which  was  defective  and  ran 
partly  under  a few  of  the  houses.  Practically  all  the  house  drains  in 
the  Borough  are  connected  to  the  sewers,  also  several  house  drains  which 
are  outside  the  Borough  are  connected  to  the  town’s  sewers.  All 
sewage  is  discharged  into  the  sea  at  low-water  mark,  the  sewage  first 
passing  through  screens  of  half-inch  mesh. 

Sixty-eight  houses  have  been  re-drained,  and  many  partly  re- 
drained. Seventeen  houses  in  which  the  drains  ran  entirely  under  them 
were  re-drained  and  brought  outside  the  houses.  The  West  Street 
Council  School  has  been  re-drained  ; the  old  trough  closets  ^^have  been 
taken  out  and  pedestal  water  closets  substituted.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments both  for  teachers  and  scholars  have  been  greatly  improved.  All 
the  buildings  at  the  Waterworks  have  been  re-drained,  and  iron  pipes 
have  been  substituted  for  stoneware  pipes.  It  was  found  that  many  of 
tlm  joints  were  defective,  caused  no  doubt  by  steam  being  blown  into  the 
drain,  which  caused  unequal  expansion  and  contraction  between  the 
stoneware  pipes  and  the  cement  joints. 

A large  amount  of  house  drainage  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  conversion  of  266  pail  closets  into  water  closets. 
Sometimes  it  was  necessary  to  take  up  the  whole  of  the  drains  to  the 
sewer  and  re-lay  them.  It  is  in  this  connection  that  a great  part  of  my 
time  has  been  taken  up.  The  number  of  interviews  with  owners,  then 
appointments  with  contractors  before  the  work  has  been  put  in  hand, 
has  been  enormous,  to  say  nothing  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  the 
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work  while  it  has  been  in  progress.  When  it  is  taken  into  consideration 
that  the  owners  of  property  until  recently  thought  there  was  no  power 
to  enforce  the  alteration  of  pail  closets  into  water  closets,  it  will  be  seen 
they  have  responded  to  the  intimations  and  notices  magnificently. 

As  was  to  be  expected  there  were  a few  exceptions,  and  one  owner 
went  so  far  as  to  start  a collection  amongst  ocher  owners  for  the  purpose 
of  fighting  a case  in  court,  but  for  some  reason  nothing  came  of  it.  On 
three  occasions  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Sanitary  Committee  to 
carry  out  the  alterations  owing  to  the  default  of  the  owners.  In  two  of 
the  cases  the  accounts  were  paid  when  applied  for,  and  in  the  third  case 
the  owner  refused  to  pay,  and  consequently  had  to  appear  before  the 
magistrates.  The  m.igistrates,  after  examining  all  notices  and  resolu- 
tions of  the  Council  on  the  matter  and  finding  them  yi  order,  told  the 
defendant  that  their  duties  were  siniply  administrative,  and  that  he 
must  pay  all  costs.  These  were  subsequently  paiS  in  full.  It  may  be 
as  well  to  state  here  that  the  notice  was  served  under  Section  36, 
P.  H.  A.  1875. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Seventy-one  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  reported  to 
me  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  which  66  were  Scarlet  Fever,  4 
Diphtheria,  and  1 Typhoid  Fever.  Sixty-four  of  these  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  7 were  nursed  at  home. 

All  infected  rooms  and  clothing  were  disinfected  immediately 
after  the  removal  of  the  cases,  and  where  a patient  had  been  nursed  at 
home  everything  was  disinfected  as  soon  as  the  medical  attendant 
notified  the  patient  free  from  infection. 

Six  houses  have  been  disinfected  for  Phthisis,  and  4 for  Measles 
and  other  causes. 

During  the  Easter  Holidays  all  the  elementary  schools  were 
disinfected,  and  where  a case  has  occurred  in  which  a child  has  attended 
school,  the  particular  classroom  has  been  disinfected. 

Milk  Samples. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  during  the  period 
under  review  ; 17  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  purposes 

of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  ; 8 were  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 

Association  for  the  purpose  of  determining  if  Tubercle  Bacilli  were 
present.  Of  the  17  samples  that  were  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  with 
one  exception  they  all  proved  to  be  genuine. 

In  the  case  of  No.  49  the  County  Analyst’s  report  was 
as  follows  : —

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“ Having  regard  to  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1901,  the  said  sample 
“ is  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  at  least  10  per  cent,  on  the 
“ milk  fat  required.” 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Town  Clerk,  who  had  been  in 
communication  with  the  Analyst,  another  twm  samples  were  taken 
within  a week,  which  both  were  declared  genuine. 

The  whole  matter  was  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  who 
decided  not  to  prosecute. 

Of  the  eight  samples  that  were  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association,  the  milk  came  from  68  cows,  of  which  33  cows  were 
within  the  area  of  the  Borough,  and  35  in  the  Rural  area.  All  the 
samples  failed  to  ,show  evidence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The  certificates 
are  somewhat  similar  in  description.  The  following  is  a copy  : — 

“ Post-mortem  examination  of  the  guinea-pig  inoculated  with 
“ this  milk,  and  killed  about  five  weeks  after  inoculation,  failed  to  show 
any  evidence  of  a Tuberculosis  infection. 

(Signed)  J.  Miller  Adams.”

Public  Markets  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  market  is  held  twice  a week,  viz.,  Wednesdays  and  Satur- 
days. Ninety-three  visits  have  been  paid  thereto.  The  principal 
articles  exposed  for  sale  are  fruit,  vegetables  and  poultry.  .Vs  a rule  it 
is  of  good  quality.  Fruit  and  fish  carts  are  also  visited,  of  which  t lere 
are  quite  a large  number  during  the  summer  months.  This  summer  has 
been  an  exception  for  two  reasons,  first,  the  scarcity  of  fish,  and  second, 
the  small  number  of  visitors.

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  19  Slaughterhouses  on  the  Register,  either  licensed  or 
registered,  as  against  20  last  year.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-six  visits 
have  been  paid.  Occupiers’  attention  has  been  called  on  6 occasions  to 
the  uncleanly  state  of  the  slaughterhouses,  which  resulted  in  them  being 
cleansed.  One  slaughterhouse  has  been  re- drained,  and  in  the  case  of 
two  others  the  drains  have  been  repaired. 

No  licences  to  new  slaughterhouses  have  been  granted,  but  on 
two  occasions  licences  have  been  applied  for  to  existing  slaughterhouses. 
One  licence  was  granted  for  one  year,  and  one  was  refused  a licence. 

The  licence  that  was  refused  applied  to  premises  at  the  rear  of 
21,  High  Street.  This  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  in  1911  for  a period 
of  one  year,  and  at  that  time  both  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself 
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gave  an  opinion  that  the  premises  were  unsuitable  owing  to  their 
proximity  to  two  dwellinghouses,  otherwise  it  was  suitable  in  all 
respects.  It  had  formerly  been  used  as  a slaughterhouse,  and  a majority 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee  were  in  favour  of  it  being  used  again,  with 
a result  that  it  was  licensed  for  one  year  as  stated  above.  The  occupier 
kept  the  place  in  a very  clean  condition,  and  no  complaints  were  made, 
consequently  the  licence  was  renewed  both  in  1912  and  1913.  In  1914, 
when  application  was  again  made  for  the  renewal  of  the  licence,  the 
Committee  refused  to  comply  with  the  request,  the  owner  of  the 
adjoining  house  having  complained  that  he  could  not  let  it  owing  to 
the  slaughterhouse  being  too  near  the  house. 

The  occupier  of  the  slaughterhouse  was  notified  that  the  Council 
had  refused  to  renew  the  licence.  It  appears  that  he  reported  the 
matter  to  the  Butchers’  Association,  who  advised  him  to  continue  using 
the  place  as  a slaughterhouse.  It  was  reported  to  the  Banitary  Com- 
mittee that  slaughtering  continued  to  be  carried  on,  and  they  instructed 
the  Town  Clerk  to  take  proceedings  against  the  occupier.  The  case 
came  on  for  hearing  on  the  12th  September,  and  the  General  Federation 
of  the  Butchers’  Association  instructed  a solicitor  to  appear  on  behalf  of 
the  defendant,  who  argued  that  the  premises  had  been  continually  used 
as  a slaughterhouse  for  the  past  fifty  years,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary 
to  have  a licence  for  the  slaughterhouse.  We  were,  however,  able  to 
prove  conclusively  that  the  premises  had  not  been  used  for  the  purpose 
of  slaughtering  for  a period  of  ten  years.  The  magistrates  gave  the 
verdict  in  favour  of  the  Council,  and  the  defendant  was  fined  Is.  and 
all  costs. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  two  fellmongers,  one  tripe  boiler,  one  gut  scraper,  and 
one  manure  manufacturer  within  the  Borough.  These  places  have  been 
visited  periodically,  and  have  generally  been  found  in  a clean  condition. 
Not  a single  complaint  has  been  made  against  them. 

Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  and  Dairies. 

There  are  31  cowsheds  on  the  register,  and  7 purveyors  of  milk 
who  are  not  cowkeepers.  Two  new  cowsheds  have  been  erected,  one 
I'epaired,  and  four  discontinued  to  be  used.  Eighty  visits  have  been 
paid  to  the  cowsheds,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  occupiers  on  six  occasions  to  have  the  cowsheds  cleansed.  In  all 
cases  this  had  been  done  by  my  next  visit.  Two  of  the  four  cowsheds 
that  have  been  discontinued  were  about  the  worst  in  the  Borough. 

The  two  new  cowsheds  referred  to  above  were  erected  by  the 
County  Council,  but  I cannot  say  they  are  cowsheds  which  can  be  held 
up  as  models.  I'he  practice  of  placing  feeding  troughs  close  to  the  wall 
has  been  deprecated  for  years,  and  if  feeding  passages  had  been  put  in 
they  would  liave  been  a great  improvement.  Example  is  better  than 
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precept,  and  the  County  Council  had  here  an  opportunity  to  build  model 
cowsheds,  thus  showing  farmers  what  could  be  done  in  this  respect. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1914,  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  of 
October  next.  Under  this  Act  the  L.G.H.  has  power  to  make  regula- 
lations  on  registration  of  dairies,  inspection  of  dairies  and  employees  in 
dairies,  dirty  milk  (bacterial),  adulteration,  cooling  and  transport, 
labelling  and  identification  of  vessels,  and  regulations  of  “ certified  ” 
milk,  which  no  doubt  will  be  furnished  to  the  different  Local  Authorities 
before  the  Act  comes  into  force.  It  was  thought  that  owners  would  be 
held  responsible  for  any  structural  alterations  to  cowsheds,  but  there  is 
no  improvement  in  this  respect,  the  occupiers  being  responsible  for 
structural  defects  as  heretofore.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a standard  is 
fixed  in  the  new  regulations  to  say  what  should  be  classed  as  clean  milk. 
Legislation  can  do  much  in  seeing  that  clean  milk  is  providefl,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  public  opinion  is  more  alive  to  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  having  a pure  and  clean  milk  supply  than  formerly  w^as 
the  case.  The  progress  of  education  has  been  slow,  but  it  is  not 
imperceptible  if  one  looks  back  only  a few  years. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

Sixty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Factories  and  Work- 
shops. Twelve  notifications  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  have 
been  received  in  connection  with  new  premises  being  opened,  or 
change  of  tenancy,  and  four  with  respect  to  nuisances.  In  all,  17 
nuisances  have  been  found,  of  which  5 were  insufficient  closet  accom- 
modation, 3 dirty  workshops,  2 defective  floors,  2 defective  sink 
wastepipes,  4 stopped  drains,  and  1 want  of  ashes  accommodation.  One 
new  bakehouse  has  been  opened.

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Port  Inspection. 

There  has  been  no  foreign-^oing  vessels  in  the  harbour  during 
the  year,  and  the  number  of  fishing-boats  has  been  small  indeed. 

Vans  used  as  Dwellings. 

All  the  vans  were  inspected  during  the  Spring  Fair,  but  owing 
to  the  town  having  orders  from  the  military  to  keep  the  place  in  semi- 
darkness  the  Autumn  Fair  was  not  held. 

House  Scavenging,  etc. 

The  question  of  House  Scavenging,  that  is  with  regard  to  the 
ultimate  disposal  of  the  refuse,  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  a large  portion  of  the  year,  and  will  probably 
take  up  much  of  their  time  during  the  present  year. 

On  the  9th  of  February  last  the  Council  entered  into  a contract 
with  a hauling  contractor  to  take  all  the  refuse  out  of  the  Borough. 

The  Corporation  continue  collecting  the  refuse  as  usual,  and 
deposits  it  at  their  tip  in  Scarborough  Road.  A large  gantry  has  been 
built  for  the  purpose  of  loading  the  waggons,  and  a concrete  road  put 
down  so  that  there  would  be  no  pollution  of  the  subsoil.  The  contractor 
takes  the  refuse  from  this  place,  and  has  to  take  it  outside  the  Borough. 
He  has  also  to  find  his  own  tips.  This  method  of  disposal  is  both 
costly  and  unsatisfactory.  The  noanner  in  which  the  refuse  is  tipped  in 
the  rural  area  is,  to  say  the  least,  unpleasant.  In  some  places  the 
hedges  are  literally  covered  with  paper  and  light  refuse.  It  is  also 
tipped  too  near  tlie  roadway. 

A resolution  has  been  passed  by  the  Council  to  erect  a refuse 
destructor,  and  application  has  already  been  made  to  the  L.G.B.  for 
permission  to  erect  one  on  a site  adjoining  the  Electricity  Works. 
Therefore  there  is  every  probability  of  a refuse  destructor  being  erected 
before  another  Annual  Report  is  published. 

The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was 
4879,  whilst  in  the  year  1913  there  were  5189,  and  were  made  up  as

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During  the  summer  months  the  fish  offal  is  collected  from  all 
fishmongers,  fish  friers,  shops,  and  from  the  fish  stands,  nightly,  free  of 
cost.  This  method  is  far  better  than  leaving  the  fishmongers  to  get  rid 
of  their  refuse  anyhow.  Before  this  method  was  adopted  the  fish- 
mongers threw  their  refuse  over  the  piers,  and  it  was  then  washed  up  on 
the  sands,  creating  a dreadful  nuisance.  It  is  more  economical  to 
collect  it  from  the  shops  than  off  the  sands,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
nuisance  it  prevents. 

At  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Sanitary  Committee  put  into 
force  Section  50,  P.H.A.  1875.  Advertisements  were  put  in  the  local 
papers,  and  hand-bills  issued  to  all  horse-keepers,  informing  them  of  the 
resolutions  being  put  into  force.  The  notices  were  to  the  effect  that  all 
manure  had  to  be  removed  from  the  mews,  etc.,  at  least  once  every 
seven  days.  In  several  instances  owners  of  manure  had  to  be  written  to 
for  not  complying  with  the  notice.  These  letters  had  a salutary  effect, 
as  it  was  not  necessary  in  any  case  to  have  to  write  a second  time. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity  of 
stables  derive  a great  benefit  from  the  manure  being  removed  at  short 
intervals,  and  I w^as  informed  by  several  people  that  they  had  been  less 
troubled  with  flies  than  in  any  previous  summer. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  Surveyor,  for  the  support  and  help  they  have 
given  me  in  carrying  out  my  multifarious  duties.
